Soft-Pedaling

A former Afghan president who 
heads a new peace council said 
Thursday that he’s convinced 
the Taliban are ready to negoti- 
ate peace. 

Burhanuddin Rabbani told 
reporters in Kabul the Taliban have 
not completely rejected the idea of

As Miners Recover, Pinera Pledges Reform

Chile’s 33 rescued miners posed 
with the president and were poked 
by doctors on Thursday, itching 
to reunite with their families and 
sleep in their own beds for the first 
time since a cave-in nearly killed 
them on Aug. 5. 

Relatives were organizing 
parties and trying to hold off an 
onslaught of demands by those 
seeking to share in the glory of 
the amazing rescue that entranced 
people around the world and set 
off celebrations across this South 
American nation. 

The miners and the country 
will never be the same. President 
Sebastian Pinera said. 

Pinera vowed that those respon- 
sible for the mine collapse “will 
not go unpunished. Those who are 
responsible will have to assume 
their responsibility.” 

He also promised “radical” 
changes and tougher safety laws 
to improve how businesses treat 
their workers. 

None of the miners are suffering 
from shock despite their harrow- 
ing entrapment, a reflection of the 
care sent through a narrow bore- 
hole by a team of hundreds during 
their 69 days underground. 

All of the miners remain tense 
and spent a restless first night in

‘Don’t Ask’ Back in Limbo 


Obama challenges 
the court ruling 
ending the ban on 
openly gay troops 

Washington 

After two days of silence, the Obama 
administration urged a federal judge 
on Thursday to let the military press 
on with its “don’t ask, don’t tell” ban 
on gays serving openly in the military. 
Still, President Obama insisted the pol- 
icy that has divided the nation for two 
decades “will end on my watch.” 

The Pentagon said the military “will, 
of course, obey the law” and halt enforce- 
ment while the case is still in question. 
But gay rights advocates cautioned gay 
service members to avoid revealing their 
sexuality in the meantime. 

A federal judge abruptly threw out 
the Clinton-era ban Tuesday, setting

in motion a legal, political and human- 
rights back-and-forth that put the admin- 
istration on the spot just two weeks 
before crucial midterm elections. Obama 
has consistently argued against the ban, 
approved by Congress in 1993. But he 
says it is up to Congress to repeal it. 

The policy, summed up as “don’t ask, 
don’t tell,” refers to guidance that gay or 
lesbian Americans can serve in the mil- 
itary but not openly. Their superiors are 
forbidden to ask about sexual orientation, 
but service members can be thrown out 
or denied enlistment if they talk about 
being gay or let it be known that they 
engage in homosexual acts. 

Obama’s Justice Department asked 
U.S. District Judge Virginia Phillips to 
stay her ruling that overturned the ban 
while the government prepares a formal 
appeal.

ment said that suddenly ending the 
ban would be disruptive and “irrep- 
arably harm the public interest in a 
strong and effective military.” 

Obama, challenged Thursday at a 
town hall meeting by a Howard Univer- 
sity faculty member who questioned his 
“alleged commitment to equality for all 
Americans, gay and straight,” said his 
stance has not wavered. He can’t end the 
ban with the stroke of a pen, he said, but 


“we’re going to end this policy.” 

Even as the administration was 
arguing to keep “don’t ask, don’t tell” in 
place for now, the Pentagon’s top law- 
yers were telling troops that the mili- 
tary intends to comply with the court 
order lifting the ban. 

Col. Dave Lapan, a Pentagon spokes- 
man, said that the Defense Department 
“will, of course, obey the law.” He said 
any changes were effective Tuesday 
when the ruling was first issued. 

The Pentagon would not say what 


would happen if the judge grants the 
government’s request for a temporary 
stay. But it is assumed the military 
would comply with that as well, rein- 
stating the ban 

In its filing with the California 
judge, the Justice Department argued 
that repeated and sudden changes in 
policy regarding “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
would be “enormously disruptive and 
time-consuming, particularly at a time 
when this nation is involved in combat

Md. gov. candidate 
debate gets heated on 
gays, race, immigrants 

Washington 

Tempers flared Thursday in a feisty 
debate between Maryland Gov. 
Martin O’Malley and former gov- 
ernor Robert L. Ehrlich Jr., with 
the Republican challenger coming 
out swinging and charging that the 
Democratic incumbent was not lev- 
eling with voters about the state’s 
toughest flscal issues. 

Ehrlich repeatedly accused 
O’Malley of evading answers to 
tough questions about his record 
and “talking in cliches.” The 
Republican challenger also tried 
to set himself apart by saying more 
declaratively than he had in a pre- 
vious debate that he would do away 
with costly pensions in favor of 


401(k)s for new state workers and 
would not pretend — as he said 
O’Malley does — that Maryland 
can afford to build a rail extension 
between Montgomery and Prince 
George’s counties. 

But in the debate hosted by The 


Washington Post, some of the most 
heated exchanges came on immi- 
gration, race and same-sex mar- 
riage with O’Malley saying “new 
Americans” are not to blame for the 
recession or the rest of the nation’s 
ills, while Ehrlich said O’Malley 


was using a euphemism. “You’re 
really referring to illegal immi- 
grants ... and we really do have to 
draw the line,” Ehrlich said. 

O’Malley talked in more detail 
about efforts by his administra- 
tion to aid Prince George’s Hos- 
pital Center, push for reliability 
improvements for Pepco customers 
and to keep tuition at the Universi- 
ty of Maryland and other schools 
in check — apparent attempts to 
maintain or bolster the double-digit 
lead he held late last month, when 
The Post conducted its last poll. 

From the outset, the debate was 
more tense than one Monday in 
Baltimore. Ehrlich sought to por- 
tray O’Malley as a smooth-talking 
politician who won’t level with vot- 
ers, and said the state could do bet- 
ter than the doubling of the unem- 
ployment rate that occurred over 
the past four years under O’Malley.

Warning: Watching 
the Redskins may be 
bad for your health 

The Redskins 

Like someone running to catch the 
only Metro train coming in the next 
20 minutes, Redskins fans are having 
trouble catching their breath. 

They were on the 
edge of their seats 
against Dallas in the 
home opener, when a 
potential game-win- 
ning Cowboys touch- 
down pass was invali- 
dated because of a hold 
on the last play of the 
game. 

They needed chest compressions 
when the Eagles nearly reeled in a Hail 
Mary pass on the last play of Washing- 
ton’s Week 4 win in Philadelphia. 

And as Mason Crosby’s 53-yard 
field goal attempt slowly floated end- 
over-end toward the uprights near the 
end of regulation last Sunday at FedEx 
Field, they may have all thought they 
were going to collapse. But the kick 
ricocheted off the left upright, allow- 
ing the Redskins to push the game 
into overtime, when they beat Green 
Bay 16-13. 

The Redskins (3-2) have played 
four games decided on the final play 
so far this year — including a 30-27 
overtime loss to Houston. But instead 
of looking at those close calls as a bad 
thing, the Redskins brass and players 
say the victories reflect the team’s resil- 
iency. Whatever they’re doing, it’s hard 
to argue with the early results: Wash- 
ington is one win away from last year’s 
season total. 

“ I think what [coach Mike Shanah- 
an] has brought is putting us through 
a lot of things early — training camps.

offseason workouts — just to show us 
that there are going to be situations 
throughout the season that we are 
going to have to face and we are going 
to have to call on each other,” receiver 
Santana Moss said. 

The Redskins will need every mea- 
sure of that determination when they take 
on Indianapolis (3-2) on Sunday night at 


FedEx Field. The Colts went to the Super 
Bowl twice in the past four seasons but 
have stumbled early by their standards, 
giving up more than 30 points in sepa- 
rate losses to division rivals. 

Offensively, however, Peyton Man- 
ning looks as strong as ever, averaging 
321 passing yards per game and throw- 
ing 11 touchdowns against just two 
interceptions. The Redskins will need 
a better performance from a defense 
that is the third-worst against the pass 
in the NFL if they’re going to keep the 
game close and finally give their fans 
that heart attack victory they’ve been 
threatening to inflict all season. 

“He’s a phenomenal quarterback,” 
safety LaRon Landry said. “You’ve got to 
disguise [your coverage] and don’t give

“I go for green; he goes for blue,” 
says Jackson, 42, of her and her hus- 
band’s taste in furnishings for their 
three-bedroom Vienna, Va., Tudor 
home. “Sometimes, we do neither. 
I wanted a green couch for the den, 
and we already had a blue one in the 
living room. We eventually compro- 
mised on an orange sectional.” 

Anybody living with a signif- 
icant other or a roommate knows 


that coming up with a mutually 
agreeable decor is a game of give 
and take.

“It makes you really take a look 
at what you need,” says Hufstader, 
who works for a consulting firm. She 
and her roomies had each brought 
more than enough kitchen supplies 
and furniture from years of living 
alone. So, the majority of their merg- 
ing work involved sorting, stashing 
and trashing. “I donated six boxes of 
clothes, some dishes and some bed- 
ding — all of us did,” she says. 

Once their overflow was man- 
aged, decorating individual bed- 
rooms and bathrooms wasn’t touchy.

Tough to Crack

Film Review 

Say this about “Stone”: When 
it’s good, it’s very good. And this 
twisty, atmospheric drama is at its 
best when Edward Norton takes 
center screen as the title character, 
a convicted arsonist trying to whee- 
dle an early release from a career 
prison parole officer named Jack, 
played by Robert De Niro. 

The last time the two actors 
worked together was on the ter- 
rific and sadly underrated thrill- 
er “The Score,” in 2001. Unfortu- 
nately, fans of that movie hoping 
to see a similarly crafty game of 
cat-and-mouse in “Stone” will be 
only fitfully rewarded. 


Deep Thoughts With Edward Norton 


It seems like this movie could have been set in any time period be- 
cause of its biblical imagery and classic story line. So, why was it 
set during the present day? 


People relate to things 
that reflect the context of 
their lives. I wasn't sure 
I could even do it, and 
[director] John [Curran] 
said, “No, we have to do 
this right now." Our coun- 
try was going through this 
experience of all these as- 
sunned structures of solidity coming 
down. I think the Platonic notion, of 
almost a classical form of dialogue, 
is true. [Mythology expert] Joseph 
Campbell makes that point really 
astutely. And his whole thing is that 
the storyteller has to perpetually 
re-contextualize the story so that 
people can recognize themselves in 


it. He has that whole thing 
about transparency: If a 
thing loses its contex- 
tual relationship to the 
thing around it, then it 
becomes opaque. But if it 
reflects the world around 
them, then it becomes trans- 
parent, and they can say, “Oh, 
this is really about me." And I think 
John's urgency to relate it to the 
landscape of what people are going 
through right now was smart.

Admittedly, the two have their 
share of electrifying duets, when 
Stone sits across from Jack’s desk, 
trying to get into the buttoned-up 
bureaucrat’s head. But, ultimately, 
“Stone” sags under its own over- 
blown philosophical weight, with 
a strained and painfully obvious 
spiritual subtext smothering what 
could have been a simple and effec- 
tive psychological thriller. 

Norton is next to unrecogniz- 
able as Stone, who, when he meets 
Jack, possesses a clear command 
of street vernacular. “She’s a dime, 
dog,” he drawls. He’s describing his 
wife, Lucetta (Milla Jovovich), and 
she’s indeed a 10 (but not an angel). 
As Stone tries to convince Jack that 
he’s a changed man — with the help 
of Lucetta, who lobbies Jack with 
baby-voiced earnestness after hours 
— it’s difficult to tell whether his 
professions of newfound faith are 
on the level or the words of a well- 
rehearsed psychopath. 

In a turn similar to his aston- 
ishing 1996 debut in “Primal Fear,” 
Norton proves adept at keeping 
his own quiet focus even while 
his character keeps the audience 
guessing. This is the actor’s fin- 
est, most nuanced performance 
in years. De Niro’s Jack, a para- 
gon of repressed Midwestern rage, 
is less convincing, if only because 
his New York accent is at odds with 
his foursquare Michigan bureau- 
crat, but mostly because Jack loses 
credibility as his journey becomes 
a parable rather than recogniz- 
ably human. 

“Stone” depends on sudden 
epiphanies and sordid moments 
of breathtaking self-destruction 
for much of its dramatic momen- 
tum. The result is a film that 
feels more written than lived.

Bruce WiLLis rejects 
a relaxing retirement 
in the action-packed, 
Lighthearted ‘Red’ 


Film Review 

“Red” joins a long and mostly 
undistinguished line of recent mov- 
ies whose upper-middle-aged stars 
play AARP members who refuse to 
go gently into genteel cinematic 
dotage. But unlike “Wild Hogs” or 
last summer’s “Expendables ” this 
adaptation of the “Red” graphic 
novel series gets into a cool, sophis- 
ticated swing. 

The hip vibe and quirky charac- 
ters of “Red” seem less inspired by 
Sylvester Stallone than by Steven 
Soderbergh in his “Out of Sight” 
phase; the one-liners zing right 
along with the bullets in a playful 
pas de deux of mayhem, misdirec- 
tion and mordant humor. 

Bruce Willis plays Frank, a for- 
mer black ops agent who, as “Red” 
opens, is living in quiet despera- 
tion in Cleveland and enjoying a 
long-distance phone flirtation with 
Sarah (Mary-Louise Parker), the 
warm-voiced woman who mails 
his retirement check. When Frank 
is unexpectedly visited by a lethal 
“wet team,” he realizes his life is in

danger and he seeks to re-assem- 
ble his old cohort of covert assas- 
sins: Joe (Morgan Freeman), who 
Frank busts out of a nursing home 
in New Orleans; Marvin Qohn Mal- 
kovich), who’s living in flashback- 
induced paranoia somewhere in 


the Gulf Coast swamplands; and 
Victoria, who arranges roses and 
bakes tea cakes but longs to get 
back into the life of ordnance and 
kill shots. 

Nothing is remotely credible or 
humanly possible in “Red,” which 
takes Frank and Sarah (along for 
the ride first as an unwilling aide 
de camp, then as an eager newbie) 
on a mad tear through most of the 
United States east of the Mississip- 
pi. But director Robert Schwent- 
ke (“Flightplan”) knows his way 
around taut action, and the script, 
by Jon and Erich Hoeber, keeps even 
the most preposterous moments 
afloat with breezy, unforced wit.

Photographer Sam Taylor-Wood is 
part of the Young British Artists 
who became stars in the 1990s, her 
work causing the occasional cul- 
tural ruckus. For London’s Nation- 
al Portrait Gallery, she made the 
controversial decision to submit 
a video of soccer star David Beck- 
ham sleeping. Earlier, along with 
fellow YBA Henry Bond, she re- 
enacted Annie Leibovitz’s famous 
portrait of John Lennon and Yoko 
Ono entwined on a bed. 

Cheeky! Which makes it all the 
more surprising that Taylor-Wood 
has played it safe and made a con- 
ventional biopic with “Nowhere 
Boy,” her feature debut about the 
early life of Lennon. Although 
Aaron Johnson (“Kick-Ass”) deliv- 
ers an affecting performance as a 
confused Liverpool teenager, the 
movie succumbs to maudlin senti- 
ment and melodrama Lennon him- 
self might have dismissed. 

“Nowhere Boy” opens with 
the same exhilarating dissonant

chord that begins “Hard Day’s 
Night,” as a 15-year-old Lennon 
and a chum run the Liverpool 
streets and greenswards in 1955. 
At home, the mood is a bit more 
dour, as Aunt Mimi (Kristin Scott 
Thomas) rules the roost with post- 
war stiff-upper-lipism and Uncle 
George (David Threlfall) offers 
shots of mordant humor and a nip 
from his flask. 

Within these cozy if austere 
confines, Lennon is carrying a 
torch: He longs for the distant Julia 
(Anne-Marie Duff), his fiery red- 
headed mother who abandoned 
him at 5 and who, he discovers in 
early scenes, lives just blocks away.

of immediate experience too often miss- 
ing in movies.

CATFISH (PG, 86 minutes) An often jar- 
ringly intimate film about a young man’s 
odyssey through virtual Life and Love on 
the Internet, this documentary morphs 
into a mystery in which technology plays 
a crucial role. The whole story is captured 
with a digital video camera, constantly 
filming main character NevSchuLman. 
In 2007, when one of SchuLman’s photo- 
graphs was published in a New York news- 
paper, he received a Facebook message 


from an 8-year-oLd girl asking permission 
to re-create the image in a painting. When 
she sent him the picture, SchuLman was 
impressed and began a correspondence 
with the prodigy, eventually “friending" 
her entire family— including her attrac- 
tive older sister, Megan. A.H. 
DESPICABLE ME (PG, 95 minutes) The 
nasty streakthatanimates its protago- 
nist, a hoLLow-eyed superviLLain named 
Gru (voiced by Steve CareLL), is so deep 
and wide as to seem insurmountable. 
But the film turns into an improbably 
heartwarming, notto mention visually 
delightful, diversion.

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SECRETARIAT (PG, 116 minutes) It’s 
tough to guess who will enjoy “Secretari- 
at" more— filmgoers who rememberthe 
extraordinary events of 1973, when the 
chestnut 3-year-old won the first Triple 
Crown in 25 years, or those for whom the 
story is brand-new. Secretariat, known to 
hisownersand intimatesasBig Red, the 
equine star at first isso slow “he couldn’t 
beat a fat man encased in cement being 
dragged backwards by a freighttrain," ac- 
cording to his trainer (played with quirky, 
crusty gusto by John Malkovich). But 
his owner believes in him: Penny Chen- 
ery Tweedy, a Denver homemaker who 
inherits herfather’s Virginia horse farm 
and battles the sexist forces of her own 
family and the horse racing establish- 
ment to champion Big Red and change 
the face of the sport forever, a.h. 

THE SOCIAL NETWORK (PG 13, 122 
minutes) When a talky movie’s talk has 
been written by Aaron Sorkin (“The 
West Wing"), and those words have been 
animated by the visual brio of director 
David Fincher, what looks on paper like 
a static series of dead-end conversa- 
tions comes to life as a vital, engaging, 
even urgent parable for our age. As the 
dramatized story of Facebook founder 
Mark Zuckerberg, the film can’t be taken 
as the literal record of events — which 
involved Zuckerberg being sued by his 
partners and competitors. With surgi- 
cal precision, exhilarating insight and 
storytelling flair, Sorkin and Fincher bring 
viewers along on an infectiously giddy 
journey of discovery and invention, a.h. 
TAKERS (PG-13, 107 minutes) “Takers" 
begins with one crime — a bank robbery 
— and builds up to another — the seizing 
of an armored car carrying $30 million. 
In between, the movie puts its cops and 
robbers in parallel motion toward a cata- 
clysmic collision. Everybody has personal 
problems. Gang leader Gordon Crosier (the 
supremely charismatic Idris Elba) has to 
choreograph the big score while trying to 
keep his sister in rehab. He’s also trying to 
dismiss doubts about Ghost (rapper T.I.), a 
former member ofthe gang who served six 
years in prison and is now back, carrying a 
chip on his shoulder, john anderson 
THE TOWN (R, 130 minutes) This film 
harks back to gritty urban thrillers of 
the 1970s with an assured sense of tone 
and style. Affleck has cast himself in 
“The Town’s" lead role of Doug MacRay, 
a native of Boston’stough Irish Charles- 
town neighborhood, which has produced

than any place in the U.S. Doug and his 
best friend, Jem (Jeremy Renner), are 
members of one of Charlestown’s most 
notorious crews.

WALLSTREET:MONEYNEVERSLEEPS 

(PG-13, 133 minutes) Michael Douglas 
makes a triumphant return to form as 
one of American cinema’s great villains, 
Gordon Gekko, in the 23-years-later se- 
quelto the movie that captured the go-go 
’80s. In its own way, this film evinces just 
as strong a hold on its times, when terms 
like “subprime," “insurance swaps" and 
“credit default swaps" — phrases that 
would have been meaningless two de- 
cades ago— are the lingua franca of the 
financial realm. The crimes that Gekko 
went to jail for in Oliver Stone’s original 
film nowseem like child’s play compared 
with the shady deals his spiritual heirs 
have been confecting during his years 
in prison. Now released, Gekko has re- 
nounced his past and published a book 
called “Is Greed Good?" a.h. 

YOU AGAIN (PG, 105 minutes) “You Again" 
suffers from an increasingly common 
movie defect: appealing supporting 
characters and main characters who 


are as unlikely as they are unlikable. At 
the center of this unfunny comedy are 
Marni (Kristen Bell) and Joanna (Odette 
Yustman), former high school nemeses 
who discover years after graduating they 
onceagain have something in common: 
Marni’sbrotherWill (Jimmy Wolk), who’s 
about to marry Joanna. We see cheer- 
leader Joanna tormenting the pimply, 
bespectacled Marni, then catch upwith 


them today. Enter Sigourney Weaver 
and Jamie Lee Curtis, playing, respec- 
tively, Joanna’s stuck-up Aunt Ramona 
and Marni’s mother, Gail, a neurotically 
competitive former cheerleader. They, 
it turns out, also have bad blood dating 
to high school, m.o. 

YOU WILL MEET A TALL DARK 
STRANGER (R, 98 minutes) As the film 
opens, Alfie (Anthony Hopkins) has just 


left his wife of 40 years, Helena (Gemma 
Jones). She “allowed herself to become 
old," he says to his much younger soon-to- 
be second wife, Charmaine (Lucy Punch), 
a blowsy prostitute and gold digger. 
Helena, after an attempted suicide, has 
found solace in the counsel of a clairvoy- 
ant(Pauline Collins). Eventually, Helena 
takes up with Jonathan (Roger Ashton 
Griffiths), the eccentric, widowed owner 


of an occult bookstore. Butthey can’t be 
together until Jonathan gets permission, 
via a seance, from his dead wife. Mean- 
while, Alfie and Helena’s daughter Sally 
(Naomi Watts) is also fidgeting uneasily 
in her marriage. M.o.
